Rains Damage Crops 
In Peace River Area 


According to crop report No. 15 
published by the Bank of Montreal, 
after having interrupted by rains and 
snow, threshing has been resumed in 
many districts in the Prairie Pro- 
vinces, and with good weather should 
be completed in Saskatchewan anu 
Maniitoba within ten days. Conditions 
are more backward in northern Alber- 
ta and Peace River areas, where much 
grain is unthreshed and some. coarse 
grains uncut. The frosts and wet 
weather of recent weeks have low- 
ered grades. In Quebec the weather 
has been favorable for harvesting 
and crops are up to average, excep- 
tions being apples and to Some extent 
tobacco. In Ontario root crops have 
been further improved by recent good 
weather; pastures generally are now 
in excellent condition, and an average 
to good crop of corn is being cut. m 
New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island crops are proving satisfactory; 
in Nova Scotia field crops are short, 
due to drought, but late apples pro- 
mise a fair average crop. In British 
Columbia, where crops generally have 
been good, harvesting is continuing 
under favorable conditions. Details 
follow: 


Alberta 

A considerable portion of the crop 
remains unthreshed and wheat is now 
grading tough. Southwestern area: 
Harvesting is practically completed; 
pastures have improved. Western 
area: In the north one week’s favor- 
able weather is required before 
threshing can be resumed. There has 
been some sprouting of grain. In the 
south harvesting has been resumed, 
but much grain is too damp to thresh.

In the new federal elections there 
will be in the vicinity of 180 polling 
subdivisions in the riding of Battle 
River, according to a map of the. el- 
ectoral district now being prepared by 
Returning Officer, S. C. Heckbert. 
Vermilion as usual will have three 
polling stations, while Lioydminster, 
Wainwright, Provost and Hardisty 
will probably be divided into two eath 
for the first time. In these towns 
formerly they voted in different 
booths according to alphabetical ar- 
rangement. Owing to the fact that 
a row of townships to the south and 
another to the west as far north ar 
Innisfree were taken off following 
the 1931 census and which were add- 
ed to tine adjoining ridings of Acadia, 
Camrose. and Vegreville, the electoral 
map had to be recagt in which: pro- 
cess many old polls will disappear 
and many new ones come into ex- 
istence.

Old Bank Notes 
To Be Retired 


Ohartered Banks Reducing Size To 
Conform to New’ Standard 


All chartered banks of Canada plan | y 
shontly,. to, redude, the. sizeof their)” 
bank notes, conforming to the decision 
of the new central bank, the Bank of 
Canada. 

The Bank of Canada has decided to 
put out bills six inches long and 2% 
inches wide and it is understood the 
chartered bank bills will be of the 
same size. ‘These dimensions are 
much smaller than the present 7% by 
3% of Oanadian notes and compare 
with the United States size of 6 5-16 
by 2 11-16. 

While the Bank of Canada _ will 
gradually take over from the charter- 
ed banks the duty of issuing bank 
notes, it will be many years before 
the chartered banks will be required 
to stop issuing their own notes and 
in the meantime different sizes would 
be difficult for the public and tellers 
to handle comfortably. 


Chartered Banks Will 
Assist New Investors 


In Refunding Loan 


For the particular convenience of 
new investors who wish to subscribe 
in modest amounts for the bonds of 
the 1934 Refunding Loan, the char- 
tered banks have agreed with the Do- 
minion Government to loan up to 75 
per cent. of the par value of bonds 
purchased by new investors. For ex- 
ample, a $100 bond may be purchas- 
ed with a deposit of $25; a $500 bond 
with a deposit of $125 and a $1000 
bond with a deposit of $250. In each 


case the balance of payments may be |, 


spread over periods up to six months, 
and the banks will carry the bonds 
at four per cent. interest.

Hoadley 
announces that that contract has been 
let for the grading of the Edmonton-

Two 
have been condemned to death, Three 
have committed stiicide. In a majority 
of cases, the crimes were solved in, 30 
days and in many instances the kid- 
nappers were on their way to the peni- 
tentiary in less than two months. 
Behind this dramatic activity, with 
its rapid fire convictions, is the dyn- 
amic personality of the head of the 
Division of Investigation of the U.S. 
Department of Justice, John Edgar 
Hoover. One recent mornifig I sat in 
his office in Washington, while he 
told me how kidnap gangs are run 
to earth. Gangsters, he believes, have 
in the p&st been able to out-distance 
the police because law enforcement 
officers have not kept abreast of 
criminals in technique. And he says 
that the outstanding developments in 


[| crime detection since 1932 has been 


the increased emphasis put upon sci- 
entific methods. 

Ever since the Division took up the 
trail of the kidnappers, a skeleton 
staff has been on duty in Washing- 
ton 24 hours a day. A special tele- 
phone “kidnap number,” National 
7117, aids in split second communica~ 
tion with the proper officials. In the 
celebrated Urschel case of Oklahoma, 
for example, the details of the kid- 
napping came in over the long dis- 
tance wires at one o'clock in the 
morning, ten minutes after the crime 
was committed. This gave the in 
vestigators a flying start on the most 
brilliant feats of crime detection on 
recent record. 


While the Federal agents were at 
work on this case, the ransom was 
paid and Urschel was released. Dur- 
ing his imprisonment, he had kept his 
wits about him. He had no idea of the 
direction in which his captors had 
taken him, but was able to estimate 
roughly the distance he had traveled. 
Blindfolded with adhesive tape, he 
had heard guinea hens and hogs out- 
side the house where he was held cap- 
tive; he had been given water with a 
strong mineral taste in a tin cup 
without a handle and he had heard 
the creaking of a pulley as the water 
wag drawn from the well near the, 
house. But most important of all, he 
had heard the roar of an airplane en- 
gine passing over the house in oppo- 
site directions twice a day, at about 
9.45 am. and 5.45 pm. One day it 
gtormed and the plane missed its 
morning run. 

Quickly, the agents got in touch 
with all airlines operating with in 600 
miles of Oklahoma City. At the office 
of the American Airways, they dis- 
covered its planes had made two trips 
daily to Fort Worth, Texas. They had 
been on schedule every day except 


dise, Texas, at about the hours noted 
by Urschel. Special agents of the 
Department of Justice are adept at 
seeming what they aren’t. Among 
them are experts in 64 lines of work 
and in 16 sports. One, dressed as a 
wandering laborer, risked his life to 
visit the farms near Paradise. While 
inquiring about work at one farm, he 
noted a well beside the house and a 
tin cup without a handle on the 
ground nearby. Before he left, he 
helped himself to a drink. The well 
pulley creaked and the water had a 
strong mineral taste. 

At dawn, Federal men and police 
officers swooped down on the farm. 
Before a man sleeping on a cot in 
the yard could reach for two auto- 
matics and a machine gun which lay 
beside him, the raiders had him cover- 
ed. He was Harvey Bailey, one of 
the most desperate criminals of the 
South-west. In his possession was 
$700 of the ransom money. By the 
time the case closed, 15 members of 
the gang had been sentenced to life 
imprisonment. The government sleuths 
had followed the trail of the kidnap- 
pers through 16 states, had covered 
a territory as large as the whole of 
Central Europe! 

After a kidnapping, reports flash to 
Washington carrying isolated bits of 
information, tips, and rumors. The 
government service is organized to

|criminal; each perforation is an 
identifying characteristic.’ Thus, if a 
kidnapping witness reports an un- 
known snatcher was six feet tall and 
had a broken nose, the description is 
flashed to Washington. A few min- 
utes later, thousands of cards are 
rushing through the black machine. 
It kicks out automatically every card 
standing for an underworld character 
who is six feet in height and has a 
nose that has been broken. In 30

In addition, there is a kidnapper'’s 
“Four Hundred,” a selected group of 
prinits representing 2800 known ab- 
ductors ‘and extorionists. And these 
files are effectively used. 

Im one case, a kidnaper went over 
the outside of an envelope after he 
had sealed it and removed every fin- 
gerprint. But, unknown to him, 4 
single perfect print had been left in 
the softened gum under the flap. It 
was discovered by Federal detectives 
in the laboratory and helped convict 
the sender of the note. 

A curious use of fingerprint, in 
pinning evidence on a gang of snat+ 
cherg figured in the famous Boettcher 
case of Colorado. When Boettcher 
was kidnapped, like Urachel, he kept 
his senses working, counting foot- 
steps, estimating distances, listening 
for sounds that might tell him where 
he was. Also, unobserved, he put his 
fingerprints all over the room, under 
tables and chairs where they were not 
likely to be removed. And, later on, 
when clever detective work led the 
Federal investigators to the South 
Dakota ranch of the outlaw, Verne 
Sankey, the discovery of these finger- 
prints offered proof positive that it 
had been he hideout of the gang. 
While awaiting trial in a Chicago cell, 
Sankey committed suicide, hanging 
himself with his necktie. 

In 1932 the ace detectives of the 
Department of Justice were given in- 
tensive training for weeks to fit them 
for their new work of outsmarting the 
abduction giangs. They studied foot- 
prints and broken glass, inks, tire- 
marks, paper and bullets. They work- 
ed with ultra-violet lamps and com- 
parison microscopes; they underwent 
advanced instruction in the use of 
firearms and gas guns. Only three 
“G men,” as government sleuths are 
known in the underworld, have been 
killed since 1908. The implacable 
man hunt which followed each case 
bas impressed the idea that escape ts 
impossible for the murderer of a de- 
tective of the Department of Justice. 

Every one of the 350 operatives in 

the service is a graduate lawyer with 
the exception of the men who work on 
bank cages. They are expert § ac- 
countants. Rhodes scholars and 
graduates from almost every unive:- 
sity in the country make up the force. 
lit is tre cream of the law enforce- 
ment army of the nation. 
' The country is divided into 25 sec- 
tions with a field officer and a group 
of special agents under him in each 
division, There is no working at 
cross purposes. Each group, in con- 
stant telegraphic touch with Wash- 
ington, covers its own territory so 4 
minimum of time is lost in travel. 
Some moriths, as many as 15,000 cases 
with no two alike, are investigated by 
these hard-riding government detev- 
tives. Trained to know the value of 
evidence, they are able to present 
such air-tight testimony to juries that 
they have established the almost un- 
believable record of 95 per cent con- 
viotions in all cases tried. 

To help in abduction and extorition 
cases, the laboratory of the Wash- 
ington crime hawks _ includes the 
largest collection of paper and water- 
marks in the country—nearly 25,000 
kinds of paper. Inks and specimens

Running down the slender cue, 
detectives checked off every vacan\ 
lot in the city, found one where boys 
had had a tent, discovered the room 
where the boy had been held captive, 
gained a description of the two men 
who had rented it, and ran the kid 
napers to eanth.

7. BREAKING THE TARGETS 


ATURALLY, no amount of read- 
ing about Skeet will help you as 

much as even a few practice shots, 
and you will find the information 
contained in these articles of greater 
value once you have made a start at 
the game. It is for this reason that 
we suggest you keep the complete 
series for future reference, so that 
you will be able to practice the advice 
given to you herewith. The following 
suggestions come from a well-known 
Skeet shot, Frank G. Traeger, Jr., of 
Roseland, 1933 New Jersey State 
Skeet Champion, and will undoubtedly 
be helpful to the beginner. Mr. 
Traeger won the State Championship 
with the perfect score of 100 straight, 
and was also High Gun in the Tri- 
State Shoot, including Pennsylvania, 
Delaware and New Jersey, breaking 
99 x 100. 

He writes: 

“Shooting Skeet requires not only 
the haphazard pointing of a gun ina 

yredetermined path and spasmodic 
fring of the gun, but also requires 
extreme alertness and the coordina- 
tion of the mind, eye and trigger 
finger. Skeet differs from straight 
trapshooting in that the gun used is 
the same one employed; in field 
shooting, and the shooting position is 
the same a hunter would use when 
expeoting to flush birds, This means 
that you are increasing your. skill 
with the very gun you would use in 


actual field shooting. I have heard 
some hunters say that they enjoy 
Skeet nearly as much as actual field 
shooting, and toacertain extent it has 
its advantages—it can be shot in all 
kinds of weather and at all times of 
the year. 

“The type of gun is a matter of 
adividual taste and preference. The 
same applies to length of barrel and 
how it is bored. Once a gun lover 
tries Skeet, he soon gets bitten with 
the ‘Skeet bug’, and from then on he 
will acquire more knowledge about 
shooting, pointing and lead of birds 
in a short while the an he would learn 
othe rwise in half a lifetime. 

‘The shooting position is the same 
as the field position when expecting 
to flush a bird; that is, the gun is held 
down and somewhat ‘forward in the 
position of ‘Ready’, and the taryet is 
called for. The gun is thrown to the 
shoulder after the target is seen in the 
air, and not beforg. A_ free, eas 
style of constant swing is recuired, 
and following chrotel even after 
pulling the trigger, maintaining a 
constant lead on the target, is 
necessary. Targets should be broken 
as near as possible to the centre of the 
Skeet field and over Station 8. To 
sum up, the beginiier should cultivate: 
alertness, coheentration, easy stance 
or position, swing, lead and follow
